Railway Men Take Gloomy 
.View of Situation and Indus- 
trial Outlook Is Also Regard- 
ed As Doubtful 



NEW YORK, Juno 3. — They had an 
almost hysterical tlmo on the Now York 
stock exchange yesterday, and there 
were periods when U10 market was com- 
pletely demoralized. With few excep- 
tions the lowest prices of tho year were 
recorded, and the trading for the day 
was In excess of 1,500,000 shares, tho 
largest day's business in months. In- 
cluded in the heavy selling of securities, 
were may specialities offered at markod 
recessions, while at times standard 
Issues seemed to bo thrown over for 
what they would brinp. 

Tho movement was precipitated by 
enormous liquidation, aided greatly by 
persistent short selling. Rallies wero 
out of all proportion to the decline, and 
the absence of substantial support in 
such issues Union 1'aciflc, St. Paul and 
United States Steel was perhaps tho 
most prominent featuro of the situation. 
Wall street was alive with rumors and 
reports ranging from gossip of tho pol- 
itical situation at Washington to all 
sorts of forebodings regarding the coun- 
try's state of trade and commerce. Rail- 
road heads hero and In the west are 
quoted in gloomy minds as predicting re- 
trenchment and rigid economy In view 
of the administration's attitude towards 
Increased rates. Crop prospects aro con- 
sidered highly satisfactory, and money 
at this centre remains easy, but the fin- 
ancial district nevertheless is Inclined to 
take ,1 rather pessimistic view of general 
business conditions. It Is also argued 
by many that the' steel and lion Industry 
shows signs of arrested development. 

Today's heaviest losses in the market 
were: Union Pacific, Southern Pa- 

cific, 3*4; Rending 4; L. & N. 8%; St. 
Haul, 3%; Northern Pacific United 
Slates Steel. ;{•„. Ar..H. Copper, ,1 Vi ; Con. 
Gas, 5; American Loco., 4; American Car 
and Foundry, 4H- Elsewhere in tho rail- 
road and Industrial groups losses of 2 to 
3 points wore general. London was a 
heavy buyer here during- the oarly ses- 
sion, but was reported to have reversed 
its position later, selling heavily of the 
Harriman Issues and United States 
Steel. 

In sympathy with stocks, tho bond 
market fell off throughout the list.

Measure Much Amended, 
Now Awaits His Signature 
—Insurgents Vote for Bill 



— 



WASHINGTON. Juno 3.— The senate 
passed tho administration railway bill 
at 9:55 o'clock. It had been under con- 
sideration for more than twelve weeks, 
and practically no other business ex- 
cept appropriation bills was considered 
in that period. 

Only twelve votes, all by Democrats, 
wore recorded against the bill. The 
practical unanimity with which the 
measure was passed was duo to tho 
radical changes made In the measure us 
it was drafted by Attorney General 
Wlokersham, after numerous confer- 
ences at the White House on the sub- 
ject of amending Interstate commerce 
laws. 

All the Insurgents, who opposed many 
features of the original bill, voted for 
it tonight. In the elimination of pool- 
ing and merger sections, and the addi- 
tion of many amendments in the Inter- 
est of shippers, the progressive Repub- 
licans claim to have won a signal vic- 
tory, and most of tho Democrats ex- 
press themselves as favorable to the 
largo portion of the measure. Had It 
not been for tho retention of the sec- 
tions to en-ate a court of commerce It 
Is likely that tho vote for the bill would 
have been unanimous. The measure 
had already passed tho house. The new- 
law will take effect sixty days from 
the date of approval by the president. 

The salient features In the railroad 
bill as It passed tho senate moy be de- 
scribed as follows: The bill provides 
for the creation of a now court of com- 
merce for the consideration exclusively 
of appeals from orders of tho Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Tho government rather than the in- 
terstate commerce commission is made 
the defendant in all cases coming bo- 
fore the court, but the commission is 
permitted to Intervene, as nro other In- 
terested parties. Tho defence Is placed 
under the direction of the attorney-gen- 
eral, but tho commission and interested 
parties are permitted to havo control 
panics aro permitted to havo counsel. 
The granting of franks for the trans- 
mission of messages and tho making of 
special night and day press report 
rates am authorized. 



CANADA SURPRISES HIM 



Aid. Twigg of Bristol Finds Country's 
Resources Much Greater Than 
He Had Expected. 



WINNIPEG. June 3.— Aid. Twigg, of 
Bristol, England, who has been travel- 
ing through Canada in order to look 
into the possibilities for British com- 
mercial expansion In the Dominion and 
to sou with his own eyes the develop- 
ment Of this country, has returned to 
Winnipeg from a trip as far west us 
Edmonton. Aid. Twigg says that al- 
though ho was expecting big things he 
had no conception of the size of Can- 
ada, its resources and Its progress. He 
made a suggestion that the various 
British societies In Canada should af- 
filiate. Among many things thoy might 
(in it, common is to publish a list of 
their members, giving addresses and 
where thoy came from In the old land. 
Then a prospective settler from the 
United Kingdom In looking over tho 
names would recognize some one from 
his own vllliige or city. Il would not 
Ceql as If ho were going to a land of 
strangers. It would do much to secure 
the right kind or immigrants. Aid. 
Twigg was much Impressed with the 
value of tho boards of trade In the 
western towns and cities. They had 
made his trio » most delightful one.

and Pre-Emptions Are 
Adopted by Government

tions of Clearing 



OTTAWA, June 3— Regulations for 
tho administration and disposal of 
Dominion lands in the railway belt of 
British Columbia havo been passed 
by tho Governor-General-in-Councll. 
The railway belt Is a strip of land 40 
miles In width following the main lino 
of the C. P. R. in British Columbia, 
being twenty miles on each side of 
the railway, and controlled by tho 
government. 

Tho regulations provide for the 
classification of the lands remaining 
undisposed of, according to tholr 
character, location and altitude. In 
the Coast division, where the rain- 
fall is heavy and the timber growth 
large, a settler 1.3 entitled to enter 
for 40 acres of bench land as a home- 
stead and pre-emption. It the settlor 
is prepared to cultivate a larger area 
and has acquired title in connection 
with tho legal sub-dlvlslon entered as 
a homosteud, he Is allowed to pre- 
empt tho adjoining 20 acres in tho 
samo legal sub-dlvlslon. 

Tho same proportions will apply to 
the bench lands in the lower Colum- 
bia division. It is required in this 
caso that a settler should clear a to- 
tal of ten acres and cultivate a total 
fo six acres before a patent is issued, 
and double that amount if a pre-emp- 
tion Is also taken. 

In the Upper Columbia division, on 
account of the very high altitude of 
tho lands and the character of the 
country, the area of homestead is fix- 
ed at 40 acres, with a pre-emption 
privilege on an adjoining 40 acres, 
and the area to be cultivated Is slight- 
ly more. 

In the Kamloops division the area 
of homesteads is fixed at 160 acres, 
or a quarter section. Tho smaller 
area is applicable to lands suitable 
for fruit growing, which aro difilcult 
to clear.

EXPLORER FINDS 



Sir Ernest Shackleton Gives 
His Impressions After Tour 
of Western Country — Wants 
to Search for Minerals 



WINNIPEG, June 3.— Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, the famous English Ant- 
arctic explorer, accompanied by Lady 
Shackleton, reached this city this 
morning from Vancouver. Since tho 
explorer loft Winnipeg las week he 
has lectured at Brandon, Regina, Cal- 
gary, Edmonton and Vancouver, and 
at each of these places he has had a 
most gratifying reception. Asked 
what his opinion of the Canadian peo- 
ple was, now he had been from one 
end of Canada to the other, Sir Er- 
nest replied: "Everything has been 
made very nloe for me, and the people 
have been hospitable to an extraor- 
dinary degree." 

"What has impressed you more than 
anything else as you have gone about 
tho country?" asked the Interviewer, 

"Well, what has struck mo most has 
been the note of justifiable optimism 
that seems to permeate everybody, and 
I must say it Is well established and 
well founded." 

"Do you believe in Canada's future?" 

"Undoubtedly, and not only in Its 
future, but its Immediate future. The 
greatness Canada will attain for Itself 
Is not a great way off. It Is only just 
beginning, but the results will be sur- 
prising. I have seen this throughout 
the country." 

"Is there any truth in the rumor 
that you are about to settle down in 
Canada ?" 

"I don't know about settling down, 
f am not a settler down," and the 
great explorer smiled and asked: 
"Now, am I?" 

"No, no settling down yot a while, 
I intend to work in Canada, that is, I 
am going to go over ground that Is 
yet unknown, especially on the sido of 
minerals. There arc. vast mineral 
areas In Canada, which have not yet 
been touched. They aro here, I be- 
lievo, for the geological situation 



teaches that lesson, but they must be 
got at. I shall try to do that. I be- 
lieve in tho future thoro will bo great 
mlnoral developments in Canada. I 
will not say thoy have been neglected 
in the past, but thoy have been 
eclipsed by agriculture and placed 
'Somewhat In the background. Agri- 
cultural needB Is what have been con- 
sidered in tho past, but you must not 
forget that there is a mineral side. 1 
believe tho country possesses the ma- 
terial it requires for most of its own 
manufactures, and before very long we 
shall bo getting in this country most 
of the material wo are at present im- 
porting from other countries." 

Sir Ernest went on: "I have got no 
definite plans yot, but I have got hopes, 
and when I have got hopes such as I 
have in regard to this matter it does 
not take me long to make up my mind. 
Of course I know tho places and dis- 
tricts where this mineral wealth Is to 
be found." 

Sir Ernest lectured here tonight bo- 
fore a large audience, and with Lady 
Shackleton will leave for Montreal to- 
morrow. 




Experiments With Peat 
OTTAWA, June 3 — The peat ex- 
periment station at Alfred, Ont, , has 
been so successful that the govern- 
ment is now considering the question 
of placing similar stations in other 
parts of' the country. One of tho ob- 
jects of this Is to supply not only the 
farmers of the prairies but the rest 
of Canada with fuel to make them 
independent of the . coal supply of the 
United States. 



Cold Weather in East. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.— The tem- 
perature will fall tonight along tho 
Atlantic coast and in the east gulf 
states according to the prognostics of 
the weather bureau today. It will 
rise slowly on Saturday in the middle 
Atlantic states and the Ohio valley.

OTTAWA, June 3.— An ordor-in- 
council has been passed appointing 
the royal commission on industrial 
training and technical education, the 
members of which are: James W. 
Robertson, C. M. G:, LL.D. of Mont- , 
real, chairman; Hon. John Armstrong! 
of North Sydney; George Bryce, 
LLD., P. R. S. C, of Winnipeg; Gasp- 
ard Descarres, of Montreal; Gilbert 
M. Murray, B. A., of Toronto; David 
Forsythe, M. A., of Berlin; James 
Simpson, of Toronto, secretary and 
reporter of the commission; Thomas 
Bengough, C. S. R. 

The order sets forth that Industrial 
efficiency is all important to the de- 
velopment of the. Dominion, and to 
tho promotion of home and foreign 
trade of Cnnada in • competition with 
other nations, that industrial effi- 
ciency can bo best promoted by tho 
adoption In Canada of the more ad- 
vanced systems and methods of in- 
dustrial training and technical educa- 
tion, and that tho premiers of tho 
several provinces have expressed on 
behalf of the governments of their 
respective provinces approval of the 
appointment by the federal authori- 
ties of a rcyal commission. It ap- 
points the foregoing as a royal com- 
mission to enquire into the needs and 
present equipment of the Dominion 
as respects its industrial training and 
technical education, and into the sys- 
tems and methods of technical educa- 
tion obtaining in other countries. 

Tho commissioners are empowered 
to pursue their investigations at such 
localities as may appear necessary in 
the Dominion of Canada, in the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, tho United States of America, 
Erance, Germany, and subject to the 
approval of the minister of labor, 
elsewhere oil the continent of Europe. 

PAPER EXPERIMENTS 

Money Voted by House at Washington 
for Purpose of Testing Various 
Plants and Woods. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.— For tho 
purpose of enabling the secretary of 
agriculture to conduct experiments in 
paper making, tho house today adopt- 
ed an amendment offered by Mr. Mann 
of Illinois, to tho sundry civil bill 
carrying an appropriation of $30,000. 

Under this proposition the secre- 
tary is to "test such plants and woods 
as may require tests to ascertain if 
they will be suitable for making 
paper.' The appropriation is made 
Immediately available. 

After Mr. Mann had stated that the 
price of paper had risen from $2 to 
$4 a ton, Representative Sweeney, of 
Maine, made a speech In which he 
charged that newspapers had "muck- 
raked" public men who did not accept 
their views in favor of free wood 
pulp and paper. 

"It is true," shouted Mr. Sweeney, 
gesticulating towards Mr. Mann, "that 
they are assaulting the Republican 
administration and the President of 
the United States, and they are pre- 
dicting a Democratic victory in tho 
coming election."

The railroads submitted tholr brief 
to the "man In the sereet and the 
farmer," hinting hard times. If the 
railroads aro not permitted to ralso 
their rates the manufacturers tell the. 
people not to be deceived, as there is 
no danger of panic, and they laud 
President Taft for his action In halt- 
ing the proposed increase In ratos. On 
behalf of railroads, Slaflson Thomp- 
son, head of the railroad publication 
bureau, put forward "four reasons why 
railroad rate's must bo raised."

day a pompous priest, with the caste 
mark of Siva upon bis brow, attend- 
ed by gorgeously clad retainers, from 
the court of Baroda, came to the 
little hamlet, making subtle inquiries 
regarding: the descendants of one Pil- 
ajl, who bud been the lirst Gaekwar 
of the state. 

A Hindu family that has a gen- 
ealogy to be proud of cherishes 
its history jealously and can generally 
establish Its descent through centuries. 
This is not so remarkable where the 
priesthood is hereditary and where 
the restrictions of caste confine the 
scope of marriage. Moreover genera- 
tion succeeds generation In the occu- 
pation of one patch of land. At the 
present time ninety-six per cent of the 
rural population' of India live and die. 
in the district where they were born, 
and before the days of the railroad 
there was practically no movement. 
Thus the parents of the future Gaek- 
war had no difficulty In satisfying the 
emissary from the capital of their right 
to claim membership in the royal fam- 
ily, although the connection was 
through a branch 'distant from the 
reigning bouse. That matter settled 
and the occasion duly solemnized by a 
feast and a religious ceremony, the 
barefooed Tillage boy was suitably 
clothed and conducted with much 
pomp and circumstance to Baroda. 

This trooper attracted the notice of 
his leader by performing the feat 
which In modern times was credited 
to Colonel l«'red Burnaby, of "ride to

to this continent and is bringing with 



him as well as his wife and daughter 
ten officers and officials, After vis- 
iting Shanghai and Japan tho party 
was landed at Yokohama a month 
ago by the last Empress liner, which 
arrived hen — the Gaekwar and suite 
came here en route to Xew York and 
Harvard, where his son is a student. 
He was entertained by the Emperor 
of Japan and visited Kamakura, Nik- 
ko and other points of Interest in the 
land of the chrysanthemum. It was 
In 100G when he last visited this con- 
tinent, accompanied by his wife, the 
Maharani and a large retinue of ser- 
vants. 

The Gaekwar is one of the semi- 
independent princes of the Indian 
Empire, who are privileged to make 
laws, levy taxes, mint coin and main- 
tain standing armies. He will arrive 
in New York during the early part 
of June. He is going to England 
by way of the United States, and 
when he returns to his native country 
will have completed the circle of the 
globe. When abroad the Gaekwar 
assumes the dress and follows the 
customs of western civilization, and 
indulges in all the refined luxury 
that i.s provided for the modern man 
of wealth. He carries with him the 
splendid costume of brocaded silk and 
gold lace and the wonderful jewelled 
ornaments in which he will appear at 
court receptions In England. 

A Great Reformer. 

Tb!' Gaekwar speaks English flu- 
ently and German and French fairly 
well. The result of his last western 
visit hud its effect on Baroda. The 
Gaekwar is most observant, and he 
made a close study of western meth- 
ods, and established schools and hos- 
pitals after the manner of the west 
on 1', is return from this continent. 

When the Gaekwar ascended ' the 
throne in lSTii the state had neither 
one nor the other worth considering. 
Now there are a number of schools 
of various grades In which English is 
taught. The past office department 
delivered last year letters and post 
cards on an average of four to each 
inhabitant. The need of hospitals 
was even greater than that of schools 
and has been equally well met. Bar- 
oda has been smitten by small-pox, 
scourged by cholera, and decimated 
by plague time and again. Former- 
ly the people coped with these dire 
visitations as best they might. Now 
the ill are well looked after in all 
parts of the state. 

The Maharajah.. 

His Highness the Knight Grand 
Commander of the Exalted Order of 
the Star of India and of the Most. 
Eminent Order of the Indian Empire 
Is a very Important personage In his 
own country. A salvo of twenty- 
five guns signalizes his coming and 
going. He is escorted by a caval- 
cade of gaudy troopers whenever he 
leaves his palace. His state ele- 
phant is a beast of Ihmpresslve pro- 
portions, bedecked with costly trap- 
pings. At the great durbars he oc- 
cupies a place of honor near the 
Viceroy and yields precedence to only 
a few grandees, such as the Nizam 
of Halderabad and the Maharajah of 
Kashmir. 

Nevertheless, If the Gaekwnr's mem- 
ory is ordinarily good he can recollect 
the. days when he was a poor village 
boy, living In ' a mud walled grass- 
thatched hut, playing gllll-dando a- 
mong the coacoanut trees, and, like 
Mowgll, taking bis turn at tending 
the water buffaloes. He could have 
had no dream of greater fortune than 
to become tho village headman. But 
suddenly the lad's life took* one. of 
those strange turns that seem ex- 
travagant when told in fiction, One 



erlng a man's trunk with a single 
back-handed stroke. The Maratha 
who gave tills wonderful exhibition 
of strength and dexterty was raised 
to the command of a paga and distin- 
guished with the title of Shamsher 
Bahadur I "illustrious swordsman"), 
which has been borne by the Gaek- 
wars ever since. 

He finished his career as one of the 
prominent figures of that turbulent 
time and was killed in a raid upon a 
neighbor's territory. His nephew and 
understudy, Pilaji by name, stepped 
into his shoes. He becume a highly 
successful leader, established an in- 
dependent principality, and was the 
first of the line of Gaekwars. 

The early .Maratha chieftains had 
many points of similarity to the rob- 
ber barons of mediaeval Europe. Bike 
them, they gained their eminence by 
sheer masterfulness and strength of 
arm. The five great branches of the 
Marathas are all ruled by men of ob- 
scure origin, the Bhonsias alone being 
of Rajput descent. The founder of the 
great house of Holkar was a goatherd; 
tho first Sindhia was a slipper bearer 
in the household of the Peshwa. 

Since the last Maratha war, In 1 SIT, 
Baroda lias been governed by a Gaek- 
war, with the help of a British Resi- 
dent and a subsidiary force. The po- 
sition of Resident at the court of one 
of these pseudo Independent Indian 
potentates is always a delicate one 
and never without disagreeable fea- 
tures. It is his business to see that 
the Prince treats his subjects humane- 
ly, uses his revenues with discretion, 
avoids quarrels with his neighbors, 
and, in short, behaves himself pro- 
perly according to the Brtlsh code of | 
ethics, which is very different from | 
that of the Hindu. Hence the trouble 
which almost always arises between 
the rajah and the Resident. I 
In 1S70. Malhar Rao succeeded his I 
brother as Gaekwar. Malhar seems to 
have oeen n bad lot. He was in prison | 
at the time of his brother's death on 
account of an attempt to do away 
with the latter. Malhar Rao was no 
sooner seated on the gaddi than he 
gave rein to his vicious inclinations. 
He increased the general taxation and 
indulged in all manner of dissipation, 
extravagance and cruelty. 

Colonel Fhayre, the Resident, point- 
ed out to the reckless ruler that he 
was riding for a fall. .Malhar Rao re- 
sented, the criticism and continued his 
wayward course. He then had per- 
emptory warning that unless he mend- 
ed his ways Immediately the adminis- 
tration of affairs would he taken out 
of his hands.

How Aocldont Occurred 

Smith had just started to repair the 
2B0 gallon tank after hu had, as be 
thought, emptied it of any of tho dan- 
gerous fluid it contained. He wan in 
tho act of soldering a hole in the metal 
and carried a small plumber's torch, too 
near the bungholc. A terrific explosion 
followed. The tunic was thrown to one 
side, the windows in tho shop blown out 
with great force, scattering the broken 
glass across the roadway, and Smith 
himself was burled backwards. In an 
instant tho whole shop was filled with 
volumes of flame, which poured through 
a opening at the rear of the shop op 
into the upper storey.

Comprehensive and Eminently 
Attractive Area Chosen by 
Government for Purposes of 
a Provincial Park 



At next Thursday's monthly meet- 
ing of the board of trade an interest- 
ing discussion ia likely to arise in 
connection with the decision of the 
provincial government to rcservo land 
for the purpose of creating a park In 
the Buttles Lako district of Vancou- 
ver Island. The board has been very 
actlvo In Its representations to tho 
government in this matter and feels 
that much of tho credit in connection 
with the enterprise is due to Its of- 
forts. At yesterday's council meet- 
ing the matter came up in tho shape 
of a report from tho committee on 
agriculture which outlined tho notice 
in tho Provincial Gazette placing a 
reservo on ajpproxlmately 75 square 
miles of land in tho Buttles Lake 
district containing diversified scenery 
and considerably sporting attractions.

Victoria Merchants Suffer 
Through Irregularity of 
Steamship Connection and 
n Delivery of Freight 



Delay 



Tho Irregularity of the steamNhlp con- 
nection botween this port and New 
AVostmlnstor is causing considerable 
heartburning among local merchants, 
and as a result of their Inability to have 
their freight delivered within a reason- 
able time a numbor of them hnvo taken 
away their travellers from that Main- 
land territory. The consequence is that 
a considerable amount of business is be- 
ing lost to the city. The boards of trade 
of Victoria und New Westminster have 
made active representations in regard to 
the lack of proper service, but up to tho 
present nothing has been done to remedy 
these conditions. 

Tho matter camo up at a council meet- 
ing of the local board of trade yesterday, 
when vice-president L. A. Congo report- 
ed that In coascquonco of repeated com- 
plnlnts in respect to the steamer service 
with Now Westminster the question has 
again been roforred to Captain Troup, 
superintendent of tho B. C. Coast Steam- 
ship Company. The latter had, replied 
that his company could not see its way 
to mako any chango. The tenor of tho 
complaint was that tho sailing dates or 
tho steamer employod on tho route are 
irregular, and, In consequence, through 
tho uncertainty as to the time when 
freight can bo delivered, much business 
is being lost to this city. 

In a discussion which on.sued It was 
pointed out that special efforts should be 
made to have tills service improved in 
view of tho increasing population of tho 
Fraser River district, and tho growing 
opportunities for improving trade. 

Resolution Adopted 

Tho following resolution was adopted: 
"In view of the great development which 
Is taking place in the lower valley of tho 
Fraser and the large and increasing vol- 
ume of business which is available to 
Victoria merchants, It is of vital import- 
ance to Victoria that a decent and regu- 
lar boat service between Victoria and 
Now Westminster be established at once. 
It is hereby moved that this important 
matter be referred to the transportation 
committee with power to take the mat- 
ter up with any owners of stenmboats 
and make such arrangements as they 
may see fit."

Tangle Over Douglas Street 
Sidewalks Will Be Laid Be- 
fore City Barrister Before 
Action Is Taken 



To bo on the snfo sldo tho city coun- 
cil will not attempt to follow tho sug- 
gestions mado by tho city engineer and 
Mayor Morley, tho former of whom de- 
sired twenty-foot sidewalks on both 
sides of Douglas street, the latter fa- 
voring a uniform width of sixteen feet, 
but Instead will make no decision in 
the matter until tho advice of tli9 city 
barrister has been secured on the point 
of whether the city can safely widen 
tho sidewalks to tho twenty-foot width 
or must leave them at tho sixteen-foot 
width, tho width of the widest portion 
of tho present unovon walks. 

This question of sidewalk widening 
has been productive of much discussion 
and some hard fooling in civic circles. 
Tho city engineer some time ago rec- 
ommended the twenty-foot width ns 
more In keeping with.tbo importance 
of Douglas street as a buslnesa thor- 
oughfare while tho mayor urged tlint 
the sixteen-foot width bo adopted. The 
council llrst adopted the engineer's 
suggestion but Into}-, when the mayor 
pointed out that tho city solicitor had 
advised that it would not be safe to 
extond tho walks beyond the sixteen- 
foot limit as to do so might jeopardize 
tho local Improvement scheme, tho 
council authorized his worship to In- 
struct the qnglneor to cut down the 
width. 

Mayor's Objections. 

At last night's meeting of the streotH 
committee tho engineer submitted a re- 
port In which ho again recommended 
tho twontj'-foot width. Tho muyor 



again advanced his objections claiming 
that as far as the city can go is to 
make 'tho' sidewalks of a uniform width 
that width not to exceed tho widest 
portion of tho sidewalk as now laid, or 
in other words sixteen feet. In some 
parts of the street tho walks aro six- 
teen feet, In others twelve feot. Hith- 
erto the practlco had always beon to 
mako tHo streets a uniform width as 
tho bylaw permits though no definite 
width is specified, but the walks must 
not bo wider than tho widest part of 
the existing walk. Tho owners would 
not object to tho evening up of tho side- 
walk lines but his worship was sure 
they would refuse to stand for tho 
twenty-foot width and now that tho by- 
law has been passed they might rofuso 
to pay for the greater width and would 
bo ablo to Invalidate tho whole im- 
provement scheme 

Aldormari Raymond doclarcd that tho 
whole trouble was duo to the city so- 
licitor "butting In" with advico after 
having pormltted tho council to pass on 
tho twonty-foot width and when tho 
mayor stated that It was ho who had 
asked tho solicitor for an opinion, Al- 
darinan Raymond heatedly declared his 
worship was also a "buttor-ln." It ap- 
peared most, strange, Aldorman Ray- 
mond declared, that tho, council ^could 
not get what It wanted and that its 
decision in this Instance was opposed 
by the mayor who had attempted to 
ovorrldo tho council's Instructions to tho 
engineer. 

Mayor Morley declared ho was moroly 
'watching the interests of tho city. 
Hitherto not sufficient caro had been 
taken .to neo that tho preliminary steps 
in Improvement schemes wero properly 
carried out and the result was untold 
trouble and confusion. 

Alderman Sarglson urged that tho 
engineer should be given the say and 
that what ho decided upon should bo 
upheld by the council. 

Adduces instance. 

Mayor Morley referred to tho troublo 
over tho Fort street widening schemo 
as a sample of trouble following the 
lnck of proper attention to details and 
ho blamed the press for stating tliat tho 
city barrister at Thursday night's in- 
vestigation into the Fort street tanglo 
had advised that tho city could give the 
street lines sought for by owners in- 
stead of waiting till expropriation pro- 
ceedings wore through. Tho barrister 
lias not yet given his opinion and as a 
matter of fact the press representa- 
tives wore not at that meotlng so some- 
on^ must have been busy telling tho 
reporters what took place but they evi- 
dently did not get it correctly. 

Then tho Douglas street bylaw was

Today and tomorrow — it is hoped for 
several days longer — Victoria wilL en- 
tertain a party of wide-awake English 
tourists, eaeli of whom is understood 
to represent a considerable amount of 
capital, in sums ranging from £5,000 to 
£20,000, who are at prcBont leisurely 
touring Britlsm Columbia with the ex- 
press purpose of locating hero if tliu 
conditions and general prospects please. 
They are being "personally conducted," 
although not after the fashion of 
Cooks, for they are not being hurried, 
by Mr. F. W. Frier, the editor of "Tim 
Colonizer," 'a well known and useful 
London publication. 

The members of tho visiting party, 
which was met and welcomed in Van- 
couver by Deputy Minister Scott of the 
Department of Agriculture, who repre- 
sents the government in dispensing 
some slight hospitality whllo the Visi- 
tors are "In our mldat," lncludo Mr. and 
Mrs. F. W, Frier, London; Mr. and Mrs. 
W. Haynes, Reading; Mr. F. R .Canch, 
Edinburgh; and Mr. A. Strickland God- 
atone, England. Others who started 
with them from England are now dis- 
tributed through tho Okanogan, tho 
Similkameen and .tho Kootenay investi- 
gating the possibilities of thoso dis- 
tricts, especially with regard to the 
probablo future of the fruit raising in- 
dustry. 

Objoot of Trip. 

Tho residuo of the party has just 
completed an interesting inspection of 
tho country of tho lower Fraser. In 
organizing this party, which is only ono 
of sevoral which he lias brought and 
will biliiis tu British Columbia, Mr. 
Frier's aim and object has been to di- 
rect by proper methods the smaller 
English capitalist to tho opportunities 
of tho lands of this Pacific province 
Which are best suited to his special re- 
quirements and Which ho may consider 
would bo most profitable to himself in 
their exploitation. No pressuro is 
brought to bear upon tho travelers to 
Invest in any locality or at all, but the 
various districts aro shown under tho 
best auspices, and choice is left entire- 
ly with the visitor. 

Up to date tho present party has vls- 
ltsd Nelson, Nakusp, Rovelstoke, Sica- 
mous, Vernon, Summorland, Eenticton, 
Salmon Arm nnd Kamloops, Tho indi- 
vidual visitors aro enthusiastic in their 
expressions of appreciation of this 
Canadian province.

A NEW ERA 

It may be remembered that when 
the Colonist was advocating tho Can- 
adian Northern Railway contract, it 
said that the entry into the province 
of that railway company meant very 
much more than tho building of sev- 
eral hundred miles of railway, point- 
ing out that the financial interests as- 
sociated with Messrs. Mackenzie & 
Mann would in all probability be 
directed in a large way to the develop- 
ment of the province. This result 
came about much soooner than we 
anticipated. One of the first things 
done by .Mr. Mann, when he reached 
the province to discuss the railway 
contract with the government, was to 
acquire charters in the northern part 
of the province and arrange for con- 
struction of lines from Stewart. He 
and his associates also Invested large- 
ly in properties there, and the result 
has been such an impetus to that part 
of the country that it now is attract- 
ing the attention of the world. 

When Mr. Mackenzie arrived he 
proceeded to acquire for himself and 
his associates the property of the R. 
Dunsmuir & Sons company, and it Is 
announced that large sums of money 
are to be expended in increasing the 
volume of the coal business carried on 
by that great concern. 

The next thing was the great en- 
largement of the Fraser River Mills 
Company and the acquisition of other 
properties of magnitude, so that the 
new concern may, perhaps,, properly 
be called the greatest lumbering en- 
terprise in Canada. 

These enterprises call for the in- 
vestment of a sum of money that will 
not fall far short of $-10,000,000, and 
they represent tho operations which 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann and their 
associates have taken in hand during 
a period of considerably less than a 
year. We think we will not bo charged 
with exaggeration when we say that 
the entrance of these men into the 
business world of British Columbia 
may properly be described as a new- 
era. Their intentions as far as dis- 
closed call for the outlay in this pro- 
vince during the next four years of 
fully $75,000,000, and we venture the 
prediction that within five years tho 
operations of this company and the 
enterprises of the capitalists associat- 
ed with Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, 
completed or entered in British Co- 
lumbia, will involve the expenditure of 
$100,000,000. 

Mr. D. D. Mann is in the city today. 
He. has often been here. We recall 
other visits, when he was on what 
might be called reconhoiterlng tours. 
He was always full of faith in British 
Columbia, always Inspired by a cheer- 
ful optimism, always confident that 
the time was not far distant when he 
and his partner would be able to 
achieve the great projects which they 
(entertained. He is a hero of Twen- 
tieth Century romance, a romance 
•written in letters of steel across a 
Continent. On behalf of the citizens 
we bid him welcome. 



STORING EXPLOSIVES 

Complaint has been made to the 
Colonist because of the erection of a 
■■building for the storage of explosives 
in the midst of a nearby residential 
section. The point is made that such 
a storehouse is an actual menace, 
and that it has already depreciated 
the value of all property in the neigh- 
borhood. 

This is a matter of very groat im- 
portance, and calls for action on the 
part of the provincial authorities. We 
shall not be any more specific at 
present. We would like to be inform- 
ed if any person can erect a store- 
house for explosives anywhere he may 
eto fit without asking permission of 
anyone; and if not, whose duty it la 
to see that such things are not per- 
mitted. 

The storage of explosives is a mat- 
ter that calls for attention. Explo- 
sives are necessary, but they ought 
to be kept, that is in quantity, where 
they would be as little menace as 
posslblo to tlie community. Trial 
Island would be an ideal site for such 
storehouses, and there may be othor 
places equally good. We do not 
think that explosives ought to be 
kept in quantities in a city or in resi- 
dential suburbs. 

MONEY BILLS 

Perusal of the proposed Bill to limit 
tho veto power of the House of Lords 
suggests some considerations of inter- 
est to persons, who have paid any at- 
tention to the development of consti- 
tutional government In England. 
Theoretically all Supply is granted to 
tho Crown. Tho reigning king has 
certain rovenues from estates, which 
aro as much his personal property ns 



is tho income of any private citizen, 
and over these Parliament does not 
profess to exercise any jurisdiction; 
but the maintenance of the govern- 
ment of tho country , depends wholly 
upon what Supply Parliament may eco 
fit to vote. It follows that Parliament 
must also possess the right to say 
how tho money granted In Supply 
shall be raised. This has not been 
seriously questioned for several cen- 
turies. Tho right of arbitrary tax- 
ation has never been conceded to Eng- 
lish sovereigns, although at times it 
has been temporarily exercised under 
a more or less thin disguise. Origin- 
ally the barons, who correspond to 
the House of Lords, contributed to the 
maintenance of the state by rendering 
services or by tho payment of certain 
charges upon their lands, which wero 
the condition of their tenure. These 
contributions were fixed, and no legis- 
lation was needed to authorize the 
Crown to Insist upon their being rend- 
ered. In course of time commercial 
and industrial classes grew up, and 
their contributions to the stnto wero 
assumed to be voluntary. At first 
they consisted of voluntary payments, 
but In time they took tho form of 
grants of Supply, and the popular 
branch of Parliament decided what 
the amount of them should be and 
how it should be raised. Those per- 
sons, who have followed the articles 
in the Sunday Supplement on tho 
Sovereigns of England, cannot fall to 
have noted how this reliance upon the 
contributions of the commonalty ero- 
ated a greater sympathy between the 
Crown and the Commons than be- 
tween the Crown and tho Lords. The 
power of the Lords has always been 
exercised to limit the power of the 
Crown. Many people are under tho 
Impression that the Lords have united 
with the Crown to check tho growing 
power of the people; but that Is not 
the history of England. Except dur- 
ing the great Puritan upheaval, which 
cost Charles I. his head, the Crown 
and the Commons were almost always 
in sympathy. Since the time of Wil- 
liam and Mary the system of parlia- 
mentary government has been so well 
established that the differences of 
opinion, which from time to time ar- 
rayed the Estates of the Realm in 
opposition to each other, have not 
arisen. As taxes can only bo collect- 
ed by authority of law, and as the 
assent of both Houses of Parliament 
is necessary before a Bill can receive 
the Royal Assent, It has been neces- 
sary that Money Bills should receive 
the assent of the Lords. That the 
Lords have the power to - refuse that 
assent has never been disputed, but 
the best eonstiutionalists have always 
held that this power ought not to bo 
exercised. The King has power to re- 
fuse assent to a Bill that has passed 
both Houses, but it has never been 
exercised in more than two hundred 
years, the last occasion having been 
in the reign of Queen Anne. It will 
be remembered that the Marquis of 
Lansdowne did not suggest to the 
Lords that they should reject tho last 
Budget, but only that they should 
postpone its passage until it had been 
submitted to the people-. 

This review of the history of Money 
Bills will help make it clear what 
the Asquith ministry now proposes. 
This will be better understood from 
the provisions of the proposed enact- 
ment than from any mere summary. 
The Section of the Bill bearing upon 
this point is as follows: 

1. If a money bill, having been pass- 
ed by the House of Commons, and 
sent up to the House of Lords at least 
one month before the end of the ses- 
sion, is not passcel by tho House of 
Lords without amendment within one- 
month after it is so sent up to that 
house, the bill shall, unless the House 
of Commons direct to the contrary, 
be presented to his Majesty and be- 
come an act of parliament on the 
royal assent being signified, notwith- 
standing that the House of Lords have 
not consented to the bill. 

To this are added provision declar- 
ing the nature of a Money Bill, they 
aro as follows: 

2. A money bill' means a bill which 
In the opinion of the speaker or the 
House of Commons contains only pro- 
visions dealing with alT'or any of the 
(following subjects — namely, tho im- 
position, repeal, remission, alteration, 
or regulation of taxation; charges on 
tho consolidated fund or the provis- 
ions of money by parliament; supply; 
the appropriation, control, or regula- 
tion of public money; the raising or 
guarantee of any loan or the repay- 
ment thereof; or matters incidental to 
those subjects or any of them. 

This latter section will prevent 
what is known as "tacking," that is, 
it will prevent the Commons from in- 
cluding in Money Bills provisions not 
strictly relevant thereto In order to 
prevent amendments being made to 
them by the Lords. At times when 
the House of Lords In tho United 
Kingdom, and more frequently when 
the Legislative Councils in British 
North America, rejected Bills sent up 
from the representative chamber, they 
have been added to the Supply Bill 
and thereby the Upper Chamber had 
to choose between rejecting Supply 
or accepting the objectionable meas- 
ures. This cannot be done under the 
provisions of the proposed legis- 
lation. , .< 

The proposed enactment will there- 
fore amount to a constitutional change 
because It will deprive the Lords of 
a power, which, though they have 
rarely exorcised it, has been an actual 
power. Stated in constitutional terms 
tho proposed enactment means that 
the Lords may not prevent the Com- 
mons from granting Supply or from 
providing how It may be raised. Wo 
venture to express the opinion that 
tho Lords will be ready to aceopt this 
provision in the Government Bill, 



however they may treat the other 
sections which declare that any B1113, 
other than Money Bills, which have 
passed the Commons in throe con- 
secutive sessions shall receive the 
Royal Assent without that, of tho 
Lords. We inpllne to the opinion 
that they will not assent to this; 

There Is one constitutional objec- 
tion to tho abolition of tho rights of 
the Lords to refuse to sanction Money 
Bills, and it is that as such Bills 
may provide that a portion of Supply 
shall be raised by taxes upon the pro- 
perty of tho Peers, the granting of 
Supply may to a certain extent involve 
taxation without representation. The 
House of Commons Is In no sense 
representative of tho Second Estate 
of the Realm, for a peer of the United 
Kingdom has no right to vote at an 
election and no right to bo elected to 
a seat in the House of Commons. In 
this respect the Lords would stand in 
tho samo position as women and 
aliens. Nevertheless they may deem 
it best to surrender what, after all, ia 
a barren power, and make their stand 
upon their actual rights in respect to 
all other legislation than Money Bills.

OF PROJECTS

veys, and It is expected that con 
struction of the island division will 
begin within one month from date, 
and be continuously prosecuted to an 
early completion. Tho complete fi 
nanclng of this division has been sat 
Isfactorialy arranged by Mr. Macken 
zie, and funds for construction are 
immediately available. 

Tho Vancouver Island railway In- 
terests of the company have been 
placed under separate and independent 
executive officials reporting direct to 
the heads of the road, and these of- 
ficials will at once establish head- 
quarters in Victoria, Mr. Hughes be- 
ing in charge as resident chief en- 
gineer. This officer is now In tho 
field making a careful . econnaissance 
of alternative routes from this city 
to Barkley sound, preliminary to a 
report which will determine the exact 
route to be adopted. If this report 
should be favorable to tho adoption of 
the line projected by the Victoria & 
Barkley Sound Company, the surveys 
of that company will be acquired and 
a considerable time-saving thus be 
accomplished in the initiation of ac- 
tual road building. Tho primary con- 
sideration kept constantly In mind, 
however, is tho selection of a route 
which shall bo unqualified and con- 
clusively the best, in grade, alignment, 
extension and development possibili- 
ties and all other requisite conditions, 
so that It may be permanently adopt- 
ed without the possibility of it being 
subsequently discovered that It is not 
the best. 

Mainland Construction. 

A contract for construction of a six- 
ty-one mile section of tho Canadian 
Northern railway between the south 
side of New Westminster bridge and 
Chllllwack will bt awarded this month 
tenders closing at the Toronto head- 
quarters of the company on the 16th 
Inst. It is expected that little more 
than a fortnight, making allowance 
for the time occupied by the contrac- 
tors In getting their outfits on the 
ground, will elapse before grading op- 
eration's arc actually in progress. The 
beginning of construction of this wes- 
ternmost mainland section will be made 
opposite New Westminster, at Port 
Mann, where the company has acquir- 
ed upwards of two thousand acres for 
dockage, car building shops, etc. 
Stewart Line 

Employment is now available for 
five hundred white men wanted for 
construction work on tho Portland 
Canal Short Lino, detail plans for tho 
first five miles of which have now 
been filed with the provincial gov- 
ernment, nnd with which Mr. Grant, 
tho engineer in charge (and one of 
the best practical railway builders in 
America) is now ready to proceed. 



This line, approximately sixteen miles! 
in length, is to extend from Stewart J 
back into the mineral-crowded hills, | 
serving all the proven mines of thq/ 
district, many of which Mr, Mann and 
his associates now have under option, | 
and of which Mr. Mann's own prop- 
erty, the Mountain Boy, is tho farth- 
est inland, and at tho same time, in 
his opinion, the most promising. 
Meanwhile construction of the docks, 
etc., at Stewart will proceed at once, 
so that these may be ready for tho 
reception of tho rails and other ma- 
terial for road building and equip- 
ment, which left Capo Breton by 
steamer- in "April, and will asrive at 
Stewart during early July. The rails, 
etc., are new and of tho best, it .be- 
ing tho Intention to make the road a 
road of substantiality and permanent 
character. Two. locomotives have 
been already purchased in Pittsburg 
for this line, together with an ade- 
quate rolling stock, and these only 
await the time when they can be util- 
ized to be sent north. It is expected 
that this line will bo fully completed 
and in operation by August of this 
year. 

It Is the confident expectation of ! 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann that their 
British Columbia main lino will be 
omplcted and ready for operation 
from the Yellowhead Pass on the 
East, through British Columbia to 
Barkley Sound, Vancouver Island, on 
the west, within four years from date. 
This expectation Is based on depend- 
able surveys and expert analysis of 
conditions, with full consideration of 
which Mr. Mann la ablo to say that 
any one specific division for con- 
struction may bo completed within a 
twelvemonth period. The total 
through main lino mileage is esti- 
mated at four hundred and eighty- 
five, on more than four hundred miles 
of which a maximum gradient of 
4-10ths of ono per cent, has been ob- 
tained, assuring tho lowest grade (and 
therefore most economical operation) 
in the West, while the maximum 
snowfall In the mountain section Is 
found to be only about two feet, pre- 
cluding the necessity for snowsheds 
anywhere, and even making tho rotary 
snowplow unnecessary In keeping the 
track open at the most trying period 
of tho year for railway operators. 
Transcontinental to Stewart 
It is the Intention of Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie & Mann, this extension being 
already chartered, to lose no time in 
carrying their Portland Canal short 
line through an Intervening live miles 
strip of American territory, to and 
through another new mining field on 
tile Salmon river which has both pro- 
spects nnd ore in sight, indicative of its 
proving an even greater mineral pro- 
ducing area than the Portland Canal 
district. Here Mr. Mann and his asso- 
ciates have upwards of thirty of the 
most promising properties already un- 
der bond. It is understood that a 
favorable pass exists by which this 
line will ultimately penetrate the 
mountains and obtain connection with 
the valley of the Naas, making tribu- 
tary the rich Cassiar and Omineca dis- 
tricts and eventually linking with the 
main line of tho Canadian Northern. 
To Increase Output 
Tho recently acquired Dunsmulr 
colliery interests have been placed un- 
der the management of Mr. Clouston, 
'who acted as expert for the purchasers 
in the recent negotiations, and the 
Immediate development of tho coal 
properties has been ordered, four new 
pits being opened without delay. Ade- 
quate arrangements for tho expediti- 
ous marketing of the output are under 
consideration, as well as 1 for the ex- 
ploitation of the extensive timber 
holdings on Vancouver Island which 
the subsidiary timher company has 
secured by purchase from tho Victoria 
Lumber it Manufacturing Co., other- 
wise known as the Chemainus Mills. 
An important forward movement is 
nwo being made in connection with 
tho latter Interest, lit the' Comox dis- 
trict, and the ultimate betterment and 
(jpulqmont of a logging road now 
building will provide an early means 
of communication with tho scenic 
wonderland of which tho new provin- 
cial national park ot Buttles Lake is 
the heart. 

Smelter for Stewart 
An experimental 50-ton smelter Is 
to be Immediately Installed to fully 
test the new chemical process of min- 
eral extraction, the invention of a 
young Ontario chemist, world-control 
of which has been acquired by Mr. 
Mann. Upon the expectations being 
realized as to the practicability and 
success of tho new process (which It 
Is predicted will revolutionize smelting 
processes by reason of Its marked eco- 
nomy), a smelter on the new lines will 
be established at Stewart to 
treat on the spot the ores of 
Portlond Canal camp, and an- 
other similar 'smelter will be at 
once established at or near Klmbcr- 
ley, In the Kootertay district, and Mr. 
Mann will proceed to actively develop 
his extensive mining properties in 
that locality, Including tho North 
Star. Heretofore the profitable op- 
eration of these mines has been in- 
terdicted by dlillcultles in tho treat- 
ment of the zinc-lead product, which - 
dlillcultles the new process gives pro- 
mist of removing in toto. 

Mr. Mann will spend a few days in 
Victoria on the present occasion, but 
will return in August and will, lie in- 
tends, make no fewer than three 
visits to tills province during the 
summer and autumn, remaining on 
the next occasion of his coming west 
for upwards of ono month. 



The foregoing paragraphs epitomize 
announcements of tho greatest inter- 
est to British Columbia, which wero 
made by Mr. D. D, Mann in an in- 
formal chat with a member of the 
Colonist staff upon his arrival from 
Toronto yesterday evening.

That Mac- 
kenzie & Mann havo an abounding 
faith in British Columbia could scarce- 
ly be more eloquently attested than 
in their recent pouring In of millions 
of money in the acquirement of coal 
mines, timber, saw-milling plants, 
and metaliferous properties, and tho 
preparations now going forward for 
their exploitation upon a scale of mag- 
nitude as yet unprecedented In this- 
Pacific province.

Speaking more particularly of tho 
company's intentions with respect to 
Island railway building, Mr. Mann 
said that ho could scarcoly hope that 
Investigations now being prosecuted 
(Continued on Pago 11.)

PLACE BAN ON AUTOS 



Parka Committee Regulate Speed of 
Machines Within Confinos of 
Beacon Hill Park. 

Hereafter, if the city council adopts 
I the rccuinuicmlulloii of tlie parks com- 
mittee, the speed of automobiles will 
j be limited to seven miles per hour 
i when traveling in Beacon Mill park 
j and the roadway which leads via the 
bridge over Goodacre Lake will be 
closed to such traffic, The parks com- 
mittee last night decided that the 
protection of the frequenters of the 
park requires drastic measures and 
In consequence the prohibitive rule as 
to automobiles will be enforced.

SEEK ITS SUSPENSION 



Representations Made to Government 
Deprecating Enforcement of Wide 
Tires Act in Cariboo. 



Numerous representations have 
lately been received by the govern- 
ment with a view to inducing the ad- 
ministration to temporarily suspend 
the strict enforcement of tho Wide 
Tires Act as applied to those portions 
of the Cariboo roads as are in con- 
stant use at present for the movement 
of accumulated freights and settlers' 
supplies northward to the Fort Georgo 
and Nechaco districts. While fully 
approving the purpose and intent of 
tho wide tire legislation, residents of 
tho interested district urge that excep- 
tional conditions at present present 
themselves, and that latitude may 
well bo allowed In order that the de- 
lays of the north-moving army of now 
colonists may bo minimized. 

The matter of the appeal is at pre- 
sent under careful consideration by 
tho attorney-general, by whom a de- 
cision will shortly be announced. It 
is incontrovertible that ample notice 
as to tho requirements of tho law for 
the protection of the public roads has 
been given by the department, while 
in connection with the handling of the 
very largo amount of freight awaiting 
transport to the upper Cariboo dis- 
trict, It may fairly be pointed out that 
its movement on narrow tires would 
go very far toward tho destruction 
(either whole or partial) of the roads, 
which it Is highly desirable should, 
under present conditions most parti- 
cularly, be kept at their best.

DOMINI ON HAT CHERIES 

Superintendent of Fisheries at Harri- 
son Lake Where Experiments 
Are Under Way. 

F. H. Cunn' -i>.im, Dominion super- 
intendent of fisheries, who Is at pres- 
ent paying his annual visit of inspec- 
tion to this western province, is now 
at Harrison Lake, where a series of 
experiments in fish culture In progress 
at the hatchery is tinder close obser- 
vation. As already stated, Mr. Cun- 
ningham brings the good news that 
a first hatchery in Western Canada 
for tho replenishment of British Col- 
umbia stocks of gamo fish will short- 
ly to.be established on Cowlchan lake, 
the propagation of trout being the' 
first objective. He has also given out 
the news that two new salmon hatch- 
eries will shortly bo established, both 
of these on Vancouver Island, the one 
being placed at tho head of Anderson 
Lake, on Barkley Sound, and tho other 
on Kennedy Lake, Clayoquet Sound. 
Each of these is to have an Initial 
capacity of 500,000 fry, with facilities 
for enlargement so soon as this may 
be adjudged necessary or desirable. 
There aro at present more than forty 
fish hatcheries in Canada each of 
which give employment to from threo 
to twelve practical students of pisca- 
torial habits and conditions. 

'SOWlTcHANGE NEEDED 

New City Engineer Mokes Somo Nec- 
essary Improvements to City's 
Method of Doing Work. 

With water mains and other neces- 
sary underground connections on 



nearly every street In the elty there 
has never been any proper system of 
plans showing just where such mains 
wero laid nud City Engineer Smith is

PRINCE RUPERT 



Complaint of Board of Trade Re 

Delays Resented by Bosoowits 
- Steamship Company 

Complaint having been made 
through tho Board of Trade respect- 
ing the delivery of malls at Prince 
Rupert and particulars having ap- 
peared in the local press, exception 
has been taken by the Boscowitz S. S. 
Company in a letter to tho board, 
which came up for consideration at a 
council meeting held yesterday. 

Tho Boscowltz S. S. Company stat- 
ed that under tho agreement with tho 
(J.T.P., and the approval of the Do- 
minion Mail Department, tho steam- 
ers Vadso and St. Denis had been 
handling tho mail service weekly be- 
tween here. Prince Rupert and Stew- 
art sinco April 1st. They further 
state that on account of heavy 
freights the Vadso on her last two 
trips had been one day late of sched- 
ule, but that otherwise sailings and 
deliveries have been on schedule time. 
The company complains that tho 
complaints against the steamers aro 
not warranted, and considers that in- 
vestigations of tho facts ought to 
have been made beforo any publicity 
had been given to tho matter. 

It was explained that at the time 
the complaint was considered no re- 
ference was mado to the carriers, 
therefore any remarks were not in- 
tended to reflect particularly on any 
company. Tho general feeling was 
that tho mails should be delivered as 
frequently as possible regardless of 
what companies may be engaged In 
the service.

In Woman's Realm 




The, people Of Montreal have boon 
celebrating the two hundred and fif- 
tieth anniversary of the battle of Long 
Saiilt. Canadians do well to remem- 
ber tho heroism of Dailhu: or Dollard 
des tQririand ami . his sixteen bravo 
companions. Tho story of how they 
eavod ■ Canada from tho Iroquois, by 
tho sacrifice of their lives la familiar 
to' overy reader. But we do not, al- 
ways ronlliso that no nation, has In 
its annals a more glorious record 
than that of this adventure in the 
Canadian wilderness. 

In the knowledge that tlio French 
of Quebec are tho descendants, not In- 
deed of these heroes, for they all 
perished, but Of others who for the 
lovo of their country and their relig- 
ion faced dangers and endured hard- 
ships of which we can now have lit- 
tle opncqptlon, Ilea tho hope of a clos- 
er union than any laws can effect be- 
tween English and French speaking 
Canadians. The greatess of Cham- 
plain and Malsonnouvc, the founders 
of Quebec and Montreal, tho brav- 
ery of the soldiers, the devotion of 
the first missionaries and the skill 
and daring of the explorers are the 
heritage of all Canadians and it la a 
glorious one. 

How many of the women who list- 
ened to Mr. Vllllers on Thursday rea- 
lized the horrors of the scenes he des- 
cribed so vividly. Very few indeed. 
Even the pictures meant little to any 
except the veterans who had been ac- 
tors in the terriblo drama. There 
was nothing in the experience of most 
of the audience which made the lec- 
ture anything except a very Interest- 
ing narrative. Will the day ever come 
to Canada "When mothers must see 
their sons go from them to fall in the 
pride of their youth victims of the 
cruel shot, the deadly bullet or the 
fierce thrust of the bayonet? It is 
within the range of possibility that 
from any of our cities women must 
flee from their desolated homes to be- 
gin life again without the protection 
of tho husbands and sons who lie 
buried in long trenches beside the 
battlefield? AVe may not know, but 
we may be sure that If tho agony of 
such a day over conies to any of us 
we will look back with wonder on the 
trifles which now absorb our lives. 
What then will it matter whether the 
bereaved one is the mistress of a 
mansion or tho wife of a laborer? 
Will the strife for position, the lit- 
tle jealousies and the petty spites that 
now divide women be forgotten in the 
strong passions that will possess their 
souls? 

But after all are not tho lads who 
In the uniform of the boy scouts or 
that of the cadets move about among 
us an ovidenco that human nature has 
not changed? It is here they 
know more than wo can . know 
anythinfi of the real meaning 
of war. Perhaps it is as 
well that they should not. But they 
can understand what truth and cour- 
age and endurance mean. They can 
admire bravery and learn self -'Sac- 
rifice. They can . bo trained to pro- 
tect .the weak to bo loyal to their 
comrades and obedient to their lead- 
ers. Then whether this great land, of 
ours whose riches their fathers and 
elder brothers, yes, and some of their 
sisters and mothers are seeking so 
eagerly, shall ever need to be defended 
from a foreign foe or not, they will 
be the better fitted for the duties of 
citizenship for they will know that 
greater than the country. are tho men 
of the nation. 

There are girls whom It does one 
good to meet. .Sweet and bright as 
the daisy such a girl Is ready with a 
sweet smile or a kind word and the 
day is the brighter, for her passing 
If only the young could feel (perhaps 
they cannot be taught) that all whom 
they meet are the happier because 
they are ready to share the love and 
gladness which fills their own hearts. 
Such an attitude Is quite consistent 
with maidenly modesty. Frankness 
and boldness rarely are companions.

girl thinks it necessary to draw 
around her a cloalt of reserve. It la 
not a becoming garment. She needa 
it no more than the paint and powder 
which older women use to hldo the 
pallor und tho wrinkles that caro and 
time hv.ve brought to doatroy the 
beauty of youth. A merry spirit and 
a kind heart will make their own 
fashions and they are. very pretty 
ones. 

"A child has quite enough to do to 
learn obedience and to attend to her 
lessons and to grow without many 
parties and late hours, which tako the 
freshness of childhood away, and tho 
brightness and beauty from girlhood 
This was tho opinion of tho mother of 
Queen Mary, she did not know then 
that she was training the future 
queen of England, but whatever 
strength of body or mind tho wifo of 
George the Fifth brings to tho tasks 
and trials which await her, she will 
owe In no small meaaure to the wise 
training of her girlhood 

Tho London Chronicle In a sketch 
of the life of tho Queen tells us that 
she is an Englishwoman born and 
bren, and that all her life has brought 
her into constant touch with English 
people of all grades of society. Her 
mother, Princess Mary of Cambridge, 
the Duchess of Took, was one of tho 
most beloved women of London in her 
lifetime. She devoted herself to the 
alleviation of suffering, and did much 
to uplift those among whom she work 
ed 

But she never allowed any interest 
to separate her from her chilren. She 
shared their pleasures and superin- 
tended their studies. When the Qunen 
was a young girl her mother never 
allowed her to read any book through 
which she had not first glanced, If not 
reud. This did not prevent the Prin- 
cess May from reading widely, and 
she was given every opportunity ot' 
listening to lectures upon literature. 
As a girl her favorite authors were 
George Eliot and Carlyle. How many, 
even of college students, are now 
familiar with "Adam Bede and Rom- 
ola," "Sartor Kesartus" and "Heroes 
and Hero Worship." 

Owing to her early training in 
habits of neatness and order, her Ma- 
jesty is not dependent, to as great an 
extent, aa royalty usually la on her 
attendants. AVhen she grow older tho 
bright capable girl became her 
mother's assistant and companion. In 
her charitable work, especially among 
women workers. 

But when it became time for their 
daughter to take tho position in so- 
ciety to which her rank and age en 
titled her, the Duke and Duchess of 
Teck left London and Its merciful, 
but sad duties and went to live in 
Florence. Here Princess May entered 
into the social life of the gay and 
beautiful city and devoted her leisure 
to the study of music and painting. 
As a pupil of Slgnor Tosti her na- 
turally sweet voice was carefully 
trained. She was J eighteen when she 
came back to England again, and from 
that time the Princess May attended 
the royal family on those state occas- 
ions on which' her birth demanded her 
presence. Even then the life of tho 
girl who was to be queen of England 
was not all devoted to pleasure. Hei- 
mother again took up her philan- 
thropic work, and the Princess May 
spent much time among Cue women 
and children of the poor. There is, in 
the article, no indication that the 
Queen took any special interest in the 
political questions of the day. But it 
Is easy to see that her life as a young 
woman was a splendid training for 
one who is fitted to play the part in- 
dicated In the words of her royal hus- 
band. 

"I am encouraged by the knowledge 
that I have In my dear wife one who 
will be a constant helpmate Ip overy 
endeavor for my people's good." But 
royalty has its penalties, and tho 
young mother who with her husband 
visited our own city on a tour of the 
empire, must often have hidden an 
aching heart behind the smiles with 
which she greeted the crowds who 
strove to catch a glimpse of her. The 
Chronicle concludes the article with 
the following paragraph: 

A wise, vigilant and devoted mother 
to her six children, those who com- 
pose tho Queen's intimate circle nro 
well aware that, sincere as is her 
Majesty's interest I:', everything con- 
cerning Greater Britain, she felt witli 
an almost terrible intensity the part- 
ing and the long separation from her 
children which her own and tho then 
Heir Apparent's tours of our Colonial 
Empire Involved. Every mother, 
Whatever be her rank, will understand 



what theso long absences muni huvn 
meant to ono who In In every WflnHfl 110 
imaginatively allvo as In tho QU66ZI, 
But this is only ono of I ho many 
things which puts her Majesty Into 
closest touch with tho women of tho 
nation — Indeed, tho only miction of tho 
world with which tho Quden Mfiiinm to 
be quite out of sympathy In that very 
small circle of men and women who 
appear to live oiily with a view to «jx- 
tractlng tho l(int ounce of wilflnh 
amusomont and unhealthy excitement 
out of llfo. 



GAEKWAR OF B A ROD A HERE 



(Continued from Pago 2.) 



Phayro delivered his ultimatum poison 
was put In his curry — too much of it, 
as it happened. 

Tho Gaokwar was arrested as the 
Instigator of this attempt on tho llfo 
of tho political agent. Ho wuh tried 
by a special commission oomiwaed of 
three natives and three British mem- 
bers, Including Sir Richard Couch, 
Chief Justlco of Bengal, Sergeant Bal- 
lantyno, with tho exception of Sir 
Charles Russell, the most able advo- 
cate who over pleaded at tho British 
Bar, .went out to India to defend the 
royal suspect, and was paid $150,000 
for his services. Tho trial ended in a 
deadlock, tho three English members 
of the court finding the Gackwar guil- 
ty and the throo natives reaching a 
contrary verdict. 

Nevertheless, tho Indian government 
decided to • depose the Gaekwar for 
the good of lils people. He was do- 
ported to Madras, where he lived in 
luxury on a handsome pension until 
his death, in 1893. The authorities 
permitted Hindu custom to prevail in 
settling the question of the succession 
to tho vacant rajahshlp. Jumnabal, 
widow of Malhar Rao's predecessor 
being childless, was allowed to adopt 
a son and heir. Her choice fell upon 
the present Gaekwar, and at thirteen 
years of age he was invested with 
the title, the government being placed 
in the hands of a regent during his 
minority. 

Western Education 

The Gaekwar is one of tho latter 
day typo of rajahs. A British tutor 
superintended his education at Bar- 
oda. During the regency a thorough 
housecleanlng was commenced and 
Gaekwar has continued the good 
work with energy, so that Baroda is 
today one of the best ordered princi- 
palities in the Indian Empire. Tho 
llnances have been placed in a heal- 
thy condition, railroads and canals 
have been built, schools and hospitals 
and other public institutions have 
been established and numerous laws 
havo been made for the good of the 
people, but often with their disapprov- 
al. The prohibition against child 
marriages Is a case In point. In Bar- 
oda it is no longer lawful for a girl 
under twelve years of age to marry, 
but there aro at present in the State 
six thousand widows and seventy-six 
thousand, wives of Tess than fifteen 
years old among a population not 
much greater than half that of New 
York city. " % , 

The country of Baroda Is not to he 
traced on an ordinary map of India. 
It consists of a score or more of sep- 
arate patches of territory, widely scat- 
tered through Gujarat and Kathiawar, 
two hundred miles In more than ono 
instance dividing one from its nearest 
neighbor. These several territories 
aggregate an area equal to two-thirds 
that of tho State of Massachusetts. 
It is a fertile, well watered land, good 
to look upon. Most of It Is under 
cultivation, and rich fields of cotton, 
grain, tobacco, flax and Indigo attest 
the prosperity of the inhabitants. 
Opium Is also one of the products. 
This is a government monopoly. No 
man may grow a poppy without spe- 
cial license, and every ounce of the 
juice extracted must be turned over 
to the official collectors. The crude 
extract Is refined In the State fac- 
tory, and after a certain quantity has 
been set aside for domestic consump- 
tion the output is shipped to Bombay 
for sale in China. This tranic nets 
the government about $100,000 profit 
a year. 

Only hero and there does the capi- 
tal betray the impress of tho modern 
civilization that largely influences its 
llfo. In general its aspect is that of 
an old-time Indian city. Leisurely 
Hindus, In pink or white drapery, 
pass through tho bazaars in the sha- 
dows of carved balconies whoso wood 
is worn aial polished and toned to al- 
most blackness by age. Now and 
then a sedate camel pads along the 
street, carefully threading its way

The Oaekwar has great admiration 
for Western Institutions. 

Dazzling and magnificent is tho ap- 
parel of tho bullocks that haul tho 
royal artillery. forty-five thousand 
dollars Is isaid to bo the cost of the 
trappings. On tho horns of the ani- 
mals aro golden caps,, and on their 
legs aro anklets of gold and silver. 
Ornaments of gold adorn their heads, 
and when the royal artillery is in mo- 
tion the splendor of It dazzles tho eyes. 
The guns aro guarded day and night 
by picked men from the royal body- 
guard. 

The most famous diamond necklace 
of the world Is the property of tho 
Maharajah. It Is composed of two 
hundred beautiful brilliants of marvel- 
lous purity, each as large as a hazel- 
nut. This necklace Is valued at $12,- 
000,000. Then he has. a famous col- 
larette, made of five hundred dia- 
monds. Hanging from this circle of 
light is the fifth largest diamond In 
the world, the Star of the South. 
Emeralds are strung between the dia- 
monds. In one room of the palace 
Is a rug with a surface of four square 
yards made entirely of beautiful dia- 
monds, pearls and rubles. The gems 
have been woven Into a regular car- 
pet, with designs and margins clearly 
defined: His household expenses are 
borne by the people, so tfiat ho is en- 
abled to Invest his enormous income 
in gems,- rare carvings, paintings and 
rugs. 

TO WOR K FOR PEACE 

Congress Expected to Provide for tho 
Committee of Which Mr. Rooso- 
veelt May Be Chairman 

WASHINGTON, June 3.— Former 
President Roosevelt is expected to 
head a peace committeo provided for 
in a resolution which was favorably 
acted upon by the houso committee on 
foreign affairs today. President Taft 
has Indicated, it Is said, that he would 
appoint his predecessor as chairman 
of the committeo in the event that u 
was created by congress.

ALBANY, N.Y., Juno 3. — Governor 
Hughes was asked today by Joseph 
Fauerbach, representing the Jockey 
Club, to withhold executive approval 
from the Ag-new-Perkins bills designed 
to strengthen the antl-raco track 
gambling laws which were passed re- 
cently by the legislature.

Vancouver's Statement That 
Victoria Will Be But Slimly 
Represented at N.P.A.A.O. 
Absolutely False 



Why tlio Vancouver press should as- 
sume such a dolorous tone. In refer- 
ence to the approaching N.P.A.A.O. 
regatta is something that is bothering 
local oarsmen. In a most dismal 
dlrgo the Province remarks that the 
international championship boat races 
which are to bo held. on the Burrard 
Inlet course next month "do not ap- 
pear to bo of the brightest." Justify- 
ing its fit of the blues it Is asserted 
that Nelson doesn't intend contributing 
entries, that Portland is only sending 
a four oared junior crew to serve for 
both the junior and senior event, that 
it Is uncertain whether Seattle will 
participate, and, the crowning knock, 
that the. James Bays, of Victoria, will 
be able to take but a small part in the 
event. 

It is true that Nelson won't enter; 
it is equally correct that Portland only 
proposes entering a junior outilt, al- 
though they are said to bo so strong 
as to assure victory in the lower class, 
thus making another entry for tho 
senior contest, but it is absolutely 
falso that interest in rowing here is 
at such a low ebb that tho royal blue 
and white, the colors which have been 
carried to victory so often, will not 
llguro prominently at this year's N.P. 
A.A.O. Senior and junior fours, sen- 
ior and junior doubles, and senior and 
junior sculling entries are ready for 
submission to tho secretary. Every 
man selected is training' under the 
watchful eye of Dan O'Sullivan. Van- 
couver need not be at all perturbed aa 
far as Victoria's contingent Is con- 
cerned. The Bays will be on deck as 
usual, prepared to meet al! comers, 
and in shape to put up a game strug- 
gle for the title and cup in every class. 

In Victoria considerable indignation 
it being expressed among sportsmen 
and especially among those devoted to 
aquatics, that certain articles should 
have appeared in a local contemporary 
which could bo interpreted in no other 
way than that the Bays are losing 
their grip of the sport. While the 
Journal In question was quite right in 
its statement that the oarsmen are 
later in getting started this year, the 
inferences drawn therefrom are not 
justified. The only reason was that 
Mr. O'Sullivan, on whom tho club re- 
lies for advice In tho placing of crews, 
was away from the city for some 
weeks, and the rowing committee post- 
poned action until his return.

by Mr. Hughes would be completed in 
time for tenders to be invited during 
his own short stay on the present 
occasion at the Coast. It had orig- 
inally been concluded that a 
knowledge of conditions gov- 
erning' construction of the Island 
division would be conveniently avail- 
able. When definite and particular 
facts were required, however. It was 
found that there were no government 
reports and considerably less author- 
itative information ■ In other form 
with respect to the Island than as ap- 
plying to the mainland sections of 
the province to be traversed by the 
new transcontinental system. It was 
therefore imperative that explorations 
and reconnaissances should be under- 
taken before a route was finally ap- 
proved, the company making It a pri- 
mary policy to be certain that they 
had the best nvailuble line In the 
first Instance, nnd thus avoiding ex- 
pensive alterations, improvements or — 
at the worst — abandonments after 
much waste of money, such as It has 
been the misfortune of other railway 
eompanlos upon occasions to suffer 
by. Of course In the event of in- 
vestigations showing the coastal route 
to the west coast, contemplated In 
the plans of the Victoria & BarWey 
Sound company, to possess parallel 
advantages with any other route that 
might be found. It would be policy to 
acquire the surveys already made, 
for the time-saving effect. As to the 
route he could, however, say nothing 
as yet, being himself in Ignorance of 
the subject until his engineer in the 
field had completed Investigations. 
Should the reconnaissance demon- 
strate that a better route to the West 
Coast could be found, It would he 
necessary to follow up the recon- 
naissance with an Immediate locating 
survey. In any event he both hoped 
and expected that the company would 
be In a position to Invite tenders for 
the Island division within a month 
from date, contracts being very soon 
after awarded and work inaugurated. 
There appeared no reason to antici- 
pate difficulty In completing this, as 
well as all other portions of the line, 
well within the stipulated period. Per- 
sonally he anticipated seeing the lino 
completed and in operation through 
British Columbia within the coming 
four years, an adequate labor supply 
being the only problematical factor.

Tho Car Work*. 

As to the extent and employing de- 
mands of the car works to he estab- 
lished both on the Mainland and In 
the. vicinity of Victoria, all would de- 
pend upon the requirements of traf- 
fic. There appeared no valid reason, 
said Mr. Mann, why cars should not. 
he built complete here. The British 
Columbia timber already entered larg- 
ely Into tho manufacture of cars in 
the eastern shops, and what possible 
advantage was there In shipping Brit- 
ish Columbia timber east and 
bringing it back again in the 
form of cars. When car wheels were 
turned out in this province — and why 
should they not be'.' — there was no ap- 
parent reason why cars should not bo 
built for Canada at A'ancouver island 
works, closely in touch with all the 
requisite raw materials. 

New Smelting Process 

Fascinating as a story of mediaeval 
necromancy was Mr. Mann's explan- 
ation of the discovery of a new 
smelting process by a young Canadian 
chemist now resident at Toronto — a 
genius who at eleven years of ago 
was it qualified chemist, and who per- 
sistently since then (he is now thirty - 
three) lias been experimenting with a 
chemical process for the separation of 
the various metals from the ore. There 
seem almost uncanny wizardry in the 
reputed successful result of thevo 
long-continued experiments, for, ore 
being fed to the plant just as It comes 
from tho mine, It is by chemical 
action at great iieat, converted almost 
instantaneously into the several con- 
tained minerals, and distributed al- 
most with the facility of drawing 
from various faucets. Mr. Mann and 
his friend. Mr. Lash, took to tho 
young inventor a sack of ore brought 
from the Mountain Bay mine; they 
watched its treatment In the model 
plant; and they have today — or rather 
Mr. Mann has — the bullion result. It 
Is because he has the sincere convic- 
tion that the young chemist has 
solved an ages old problem in al- 
chemy, and revolutionized all pro- 
cesses of extracting mineral wealth, 
that Mr. Mann has secured an option 
cn the invention for an outright pur- 
chase. Since he has had that option 
an offer of four millions more than 
the sum represented Is stated to have 
been made. In order to fully nnd fin- 
ally determine the practicability of 
the new process and its economy when 
hardline; cres In large quantities, ho 
will put up a 50-ton plant at once 
and await with keen expectancy the 
results. If tiny are as the inventor 
Is convinced they will be, and as he 
himself believes, it will mean the 
early scrapping of all tho existent 
smelters of the world, since the new 
process accomplishes unprecedented 
economy In treatment. At current 
metal prices one or two of the by- 
products would pay the total cost bill. 
The erection of the smelter at Stew- 
art necessarily awaits the trying of 
the test plant. 

Mr. Mann will be busy today, con- 
ferring with Premier McBride in re- 
spect to various features of provin- 
cial railway construction plans. He 
will also arrange to visit English Bluff 
and personally inspect tho mainland 
terminus of tho linking fast-fcrry 
system.

REFORM IN SPAIN 

BY NEW EXECUTIVE 



LONDON, June 4. — The general 
election, which has just taken place 
in Spain, will help to give the politi- 
cal situation in that country the 
measure of firmness and stability of 
which It stands In need. In the late 
chamber the Conservative party held 
a strong and united majority, but 
since last October the reins of gov- 
ernment have been in the hands of 
two different Liberal ministries. Such 
a situation could not, of course, be! 
prolonged for any length of time, audi 
while it lasted was productive of much 
difficulty and uncertainty. The result 
of the election opens a brighter pro- 
spect. The present Liberal premier, 
Senor Canalejas, has won a decided 
victory, and can count on a clear ma- 
jority over all parties In the chamber. 
The ministry formed by him last Feb- 
ruary made a favorable Impression, 
but there was fear that It might not 
be able to maintain Itself in power. 
Now that his followers have been re- 
turned with an Independent majority, 
there is an opportunity for the form- 
ation of a strong and stable Liberal 
government. In the opinion of those 
who know Spain best such a develop- 
ment is urgently required In the. in- 
terests of the country and of the 
monarchy. 

The Conservative party is a vigor- 
ous and compact body, and its leader, 
Senor Maura, who held the ofllce of 
premier from 1907 to 1909, is recog- 
nized as a firm and capable states- 
man, but the Conservatives are lack- 
ing In sympathy and support among 
the masses of the people. That Senor 
Maura's government should have in- 
curred unpopularity was its misfor- 
tune rather than its fault, but tho 
campaign in Morocco last summer 
and the riots In Barcelona presented 
a favorable field tor the attack of the 
Republicans and Socialists. In a 
country where there is so much pov- 
erty and ignorance violent agitation 
must always bo a menace to the peace 
of the state, nnd the continued ex- 
istence of an unpopular government 
might 'well create a critical situation. 
In the interests of national harmony, 
therefore, it is desirable to show that 
under the existing constitution a gov- 
ernment can be obtained which will 
meet, the wishes of the people, and 
develop a programme adapted to the 
needs of tho country. A strong and 
progressive Liberal ministry would so 
much to promote the welfare of Spain 
at the present time. The premier, 
Senor Canalejas, has shown that he Is 
fully alive to the situation. He has 
made it known that he is opposed to 
constitutional changes, but that ho Is 
anxious to carry out an enlightened 
policy of social reform. 

Senor Canalejas Is anxious to ex- 
tend and improve education, to pro- 
mote social reform, and to establish u 
system of universal military service, 
lie Is also prepared to undertake the 
difficult and delicate task of revising 
the Concordat with the Pope, a ques- 
tion which Is hound to excite angry 
feeling both among the champions of 
the Church and among the Anti- 
Clericals. The situation in Morocco de- 
mands careful handling, and the tur- 
bulent people of Barcelona may at any 
moment create grave Interna] troubles. 
The danger of a Republican revolu- 
t'. n is regarded as less serious than 
It wos a few months ago.

The steamer Prince Rupert, of tho 
G. T. p. Company, which is expected 
at JGsquimalt Sunday — Capt. Nichol- 
son arrived trom Vancouver yesterday 
to meet her — will proceed direct to 
Vancouver rrom Esquimau after be- 
ing overhauled alter her long voy- 
age, and will be placed on exhibition 
iiL the Terminal city before being 
thrown open for Inspection hero. She 
will be exhibited at Vancouver on 
Thursday and will then be brought 
alongside the completed pier of tho 
G.T.P. in the inner harbor, and the 
public will be Invited on board next 
Friday, She will then proceed to 
Seattle to be inspected on Saturday 
and will start service at midnight oil 
Sunday, June 12th. Her itinerary 
provides for calls at Victoria, Vancou- 
ver, Prince Rupert and Stewart. The 
steamer Prince Albert (ex Bruno)— 
the change of name has not yet been 
officially authorized— is to start ser- 
vice on .Tunc 15th, and will connect 
with the Prince Rupert both outbound 
and Inbound from the ports of the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. She will not 
run to Stewart, this port being left 
to the thrce-t'unnclled steamer. Wire- 
less telegraphic apparatus and elec- 
tric light arc being installed on the 
Prince Albert, which is on the ways 
of the B. C. Marine Company at Van- 
couver, and it is the present intention 
of the company to have the steamers 
meet in C-renville Channel to transfer 
passengers. 

Wireless messages were received 
from tho Prince Rupert yesterday at 
10 p.m. and again at midnight by the 
local wireless station of Iho United 
Wireless Company. She reported all 
well, 2S0 miles south of Flattery. At 
an average speed of twelve knots il 
was calculated that the vessel would 
have reached port yesterday. put the 
Prince Rupert has probably been com- 
ing at a more economical speed. She 
has stores on board for the owners 
and will proceed direct from Esqui- 
malt to Vnneouver with these after 
being overhauled. 

Her Officers 

Capt. Davies, who is bringing out 
the ne\y steamer, is a former com- 
mander of steamers of the Pacific 
Mail Steam Navigation Company. He 
will turn over the steamer to Capt. 
Barney Johnson, who has been apr 
pointed to the command, on arrival, 
and Cnpt. George Robertson, who has 
been appointed to command the 
steamer Prince George, will act as 
chief officer pending her arrival next 
month. Capt. Stratford, now of tho 
tug William Jolliftc, will then become 
chief officer. Capt. English, former- 
ly chief officer of tho" hydrographie 
steamer Llllooot, will bo first mate, 
and Mr. McLellnn, second officer. Mr. 
Drysdale, who is coming nut as chief 
engineer of the steamer, will retain 
charge of her machinery, and Mr. Coo- 
per will be purser, and Mr. Asplnwall, 
formerly of the White Star line, will 
be chief steward. Capt. Saunders, 
formerly of the Camosun, will be chief 
officer of the Prineo George, and Mi-. 
Cridge will be purser. 

New Color Scheme 

The G. T. P. Company has changed 
its color scheme for Its fleet, and the 
steamer Prince Albert Is now being 
painted with regard to this at Van- 
couver, while the Prince Rupert will 
be painted in keeping with tho plan 
at Esquimau. The hull to tho water- 
line will be red, and black from the 
waterlinc to the shelter deck, with 
white upper works, while the. funnels 
will be red, with black lines at the 
joints, and black top above a white 
band covering one section of the 
stack. In this white band will be 
the green maple leaf with red band 
bearing the letters G.T.P. The uni- 
forms of the officers will be of spe- 
cial design by Haysom, the London 
tailor, with double-breasted suck- 
coats. The badge and buttons will 
have the maple leaf and band with 
the letters G.T.P., as will the house 
flag, with the design in a wdiltc Held. 

Arrangement has been made with 
the International Steamship Company 
for use of a roadway leading to the 
piers, and when the wharf in com- 
plete this will provide for entrance, 
at. either end. The present roadway 
of the International Steamship Com-

Through occa- 
sional loads he steered hack to the 
Yukon flats, landing at St. Michael 
on the night of May 30. Throughout 
his 'trip from Xunivnk he encounter- 
ed unsettled weather, accompanied by 
fog and snow.

BERLIN, June 3.— Tho civil list of 
the Emperor, as King of Prussia, Is 
soon to be Increased, probably to 
about. $5,000,000. This was agreed 
upon today by the leaders of the Con- 
servative, National, Liberal and Radi- 
cal parties of the Prussian parliament. 
A bill embodying the necessary leg- 
islation 'will be introduced by the 
government shortly. \ 

Emperor William, who receives 
nothing from tho empire, has ex- 
perienced .difficulty during recent 
years in meeting the demands on his 
allowance from the Prussian kingdom. 
Those allowances amount at present 
to $3,475,000. The restoration of and 
repairs upon the numerous castles 
are said to be partly responsible for 
the royal need. But beyond these ex- 
penditures the Emperor is a generous 
supporter of tho opera and the royal 
theatres of Berlin, he having for some 
years made up the annual deficit In 
the houses, totalling some $750,000. He 
also maintains 52 town and country 
residences, some of which he has not 
visited since tho beginning of his 
reign. 

'NEAR SUFFOC ATION 

Collision of Trains in Now York Sub- 
way Places Passengers' Lives 
in Danger. 

NEW YORK, June 3. — Panic resulted 
last night from a rear-end collision of 
two southbound railway trains at Mott 
avenue In the Bronx branch. Nobody, 
It la said, is seriously hurt, though the 
police declare that they carried out 200 
persons unconscious. 

The rear oar of the forward train 
caught (ire at the Impact, and sent out 
such volumes of smoke that passengers 
at the next station, four blocks away, 
were driven, choking, to the street, and 
the passengers on the forward train, 
which was standing in tho station when 
struck, were allowed to make their way 
to tho fresh air by the regular station 
exits as they were In danger. Those 
on the rear train were kept Imprisoned 
for twenty minutes until another train 
could be hauled beside them to effect 
a transfer.

So far as Senator Blewitt lias revealed 
his plan, it appears that In Hie llrst in- 
stance he will select two or three men | 
at each colliery who will be specifi- 
cally instructed in rescue work. These 
will form the nuclei of larger aggre- 
gations which will bo directly under the 
control of a central bureau, with lis 
staff of officers, instruments and so on, 
When an accident occurs at a mine 
which demands nioro or less rescue 
work, these men will lead In the rescue 
operations. .Should a catastrophe on a 
largo scale occur, the rescuers at the 
different mines will bo mobilized at 
some particular point or points, and 
rushed as fast as possible to the scene 
of the disaster. Tills appears to bo 
the plan In broad outline. Senator 
Blewitt declares that when an accident 
demanding rescue work occurs at the 
present time, there Is great confusion 
and delay owing lo the foreman and 
mine superintendents not having any 
systematic organization, or one that 
would adjust itself immediately on sci- 
entific principles. Senator Blewitt says 
that lie will shortly request the mining 
companies to select two or three of 
their most experienced and intelligent 
millers at each colliery to head the lo- 
cal rescue corps. He declares that this 
can ho done without entailing much 
expense'. He says also that he has been 
In communication with a number -if 
mining engineers who have readily 
given their support to the plan as he 
bad outlined It, and he declares that 111 
their communications, .they have as- 
sured him that his plan la perfectly 
feasible and reasonable In its concep- 
tion, as far as It. has gone. Mine In- 
spector P. M. Boyle in his annual re- 
port calls attention' to the largo num- 
ber of accidents, fatal and permanently 
disabling that have occurred .In his 
district during the past year, and lie de- 
clares that this increase of accidents

shows "that there Is laxity" some- 
where. The greater part of the acci- 
dents that he has to report are, he as- 
serts, duo to falls of rock. This Is 
something which no company, no mine 
superintendent, no mine inspector caii 
help according to tho Inspector. It Is 
tho miner's duly to keep bis roof in 
good repair and rule 349, of the Penn- 
sylvania stututes, gives specific Infor- 
mation and instruction as to his duties 
In this respect. The neglect, of this 
obvious and necessary duty cannot al- 
ways be attributable to the ignorant 
foreigner. Time and again, experienced 
miners who never obtained "a scroteh" 
in the mines during the 30 or -10 years 
which they have worked In them, man 
or 1 boy, ultimately become victims to a 
fall by neglecting some palpable pre- 
caution. Inspector Boyle Is not the 
only one or the anthracite inspectors 
who has made a similar complaint In 
his annual report. The Increase In 
mining fatalities coupled with a small, 
but decreased output at the aggregate 
of mines In any given district, Is one 
of the most discouraging features in 
connection with the present admirable 
conditions of supervision that have been 
instituted at the mines both by the 
state and the companies. 

Steam Plant fcr Hedley Mines. 

The Mrst consignment for the new 
auxiliary " steam plant of tho Hedley 
Gold Mining company has arrived over 
the V. V. & IS. and consists of three 
boilers of 150-horsepower each, together 
with breaching to connect with nn 80- 
foot smokestack GO 'Inches In diameter, 
supplied by the Jencke's Mncblne com- 
pany and direct from their shops In 
Sberbrooke, Que. Excavations for ex- 
tensions of the reduction plant have 
been underway for the last two months 
to accommodate now machinery ordered 
by water of which there lias been an 
abundant supply for tho past month, 
and by the time It begins to fall, which 
is not anticipated before the end of Au- 
gust, the big new auxiliary steam plant 
will bo ready to take whatever work 
may bo assigned to It, and this may be 
all or only a part as the management 
may deem the most economical. 

Electricity In Mines. 

The special article by Frofessor W. 
M. Thornton of the Armstrong College. 
Newcastle, which has recently been re- 
viewed In Hies columns will have been 
read With Interest, forming as It does 
an admirable statement of the present 
position of electricity In Its applica- 
tion to mining. In the early days of 
electricity, the coal mine was somewhat 
neglected by those who were concerned 
with tho commercial use of this adapt- 
able source of power: today it may be 
snld that no more promising field ex- 
ists, and the. part now being taken by 
mining engineers In this country In the 
elucidation of the many problems con- 
nected with It that still await solution 
Is highly creditable; As In almost all 
questions of a similar character where 
the mine is concerned, two points of 
view present themselves — the point of 
view of efficiency., and the point of view 
of danger. The colliery manager cm 
afford to neglect neither at the expense 
of the other. At present two schools 
are ranged in opposition — namely, tho^e 
wdio advocate the use of alternating 
currents and those who stand by con- 
tinuous current--. In neither case the 
element of danger asserts Itself; whilst 
tho three-phase motor Is free from 
sparking, the danger from shock Is ad- 
mitted to be greater; to equilibrate 
such factors is one of the commonest 
duties of. the mine manager. There Is 
again the question of earthing and ar- 
mouring cables. It Is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that as n result of the Inquiry 
that has recently been held by the home 
office committee, and of the discus- 
sions that have taken place up and 
down the country, the danger from 
shock and the danger of lire and the 
Ignition of llredamp or coaldust may bo 
provided for at the smallest expense of 
efficiency — If, Indeed, it Is necessary to 
make any such concession nt all. Pro- 
fessor Thornton- rightly observes that 
less than 1 per cent, of the accidents 
that occur In mines are non-electrical 
In origin; Hits might have signified but 
little a few years ago. but today, when 
few pits dispense with the services of 
this "handy man" the comparative rar- 
ity of accidents due to electricity is re- 
markable. As a considerable proportion 
of these may again he attributed to 
causes such as neglect, recklessness and 
ignorance, there is still greater ground 
for congratulation. A case was recent- 
ly reported which Illustrates the diffi- 
culties In this direction that have to 
bo encountered; two boys were prose- 
cuted and lined for deliberately severing 
an Insulated cable in a liery mine In 
order to provide themselves with a pri- 
vate display of electrical phenomena. 
Such episodes as these cannot be alto- 
gether provided against, so long as the 
"pit boy" Is constituted as be Is. To 
meet those accidents which are due to 
Ignorance Involves other considerations. 
The question of responsibility Is here 
Introduced. The llrst principle Ts that 
there should h e no divided control 
which would be present If every large 
colliery was conducted by two officials 
holding equal powers thai must con- 
stantly clash. Notwithstanding the in- 
creased use of electricity in mining and 
the Increased knowledge demanded from 
those who use It, the day has not quite 
arrived when the tallies should be 
turned; it would be rash, however, to 
dismiss the possibility of an order of 
responsibility such as Prof. Thornton 
forcasts, namely (1) tho district In- 
spector, (2) the electrical engineer, (3) 
the colliery manager, (I) the executive 
electrician-save that, in the case of a 
largo concern, for (1) we should substi- 
tute "the general manager." This, iu- 
decd, apart from the statutory obliga- 
tions, Is probably the order that pre- 
vails at several large groups of col- 
lieries today; but circumstances must 
be left very largely to determine the 
system. In many pits it would proba- 
bly be unwise to subordinate the man- 
agers, whose chief capacity lies In bis 
knowledge of the methods of working 
thick seams and of dealing with subter- 
ranean fires. Nevertheless It is certain 
that the colliery electrical engineer of 
the future will bo endowed with a 
higher status and greater responsibil- 
ities than his prototype. 

Coronation on Empire Day 

IjONDON, June 3.— Despatches from 
South y\frlen nnd India indicate that 
the suggestion that the coronation of 
King George ho fixed for Empire Day, 
is received with enthusiasm.
